Canadian 
employment 
‘not  all 
that  good’

A dismal  picture  was  painted  for 
Canadian  students  who  met  yesterday 
with  six  of  their  government  officials 
visiting  campus, 

‘ ‘You  all  know  Canada  is  alive  and 
kicking,  if  not  all  that  well,”  joked  Jim  S. 
Nutt,  Canadian  Consul  General  in  San 
Francisco.  He  reported  that  high 
unemployment  in  Canada  makes  it  ‘‘not 
all  that  good  for  young  graduates  as  it 
was  a few  years  ago.” 

William  Nauss,  representing  Canadian 
Manpower  and  Immigration,  answered 
students’  questions  about  the  job 
situation  pointing  out  that  the  national 
unemployment  average  as  of  October  was 
6.8  per  cent  with  a high  in  Vancouver, 
British  Columbia  of  1 1 per  cent, 

IN  MANY  areas  of  university  study 
there  are  few  jobs,  particularly  education, 
said  Nauss, 

“A  lot  of  people  are  over  educated,”  he 
said.  “It  would  be.  much  better  to  be  a 
plumber,”  He  suggested  students,  instead 
of  specializing,  get  a general  education 
because  Canadian  employers  would  rather 
hire  “energetic  young  people”  and  train 
them  themselves. 

Nutt  added  that  Canada  is  worried 
about  recent  unemployment  caused  in 
labor  and  manufacturing  industries  due  to 
the  U.S.  surtax  added  to  foreign  imports 
during  the  wage-price  freeze. 

Questioned  about  Americans  that 
might  be  entering  Canada  to  avoid  the 
draft,  George  Cowley,  a representative  of 


the  Canadian  embassy  in  Washington 
D.C.,  answered  that  it  is  a responsibility 
of  the  U.S.  to  block  draft  dodgers,  not 
Canada. 

Cowley  claimed  that  there  are  an 
estimated  10,000  American  youth  of 
draft  age  in  Canada.  Less  than  half  are 
avoiding  the  draft,  he  said. 

NUTT  POINTED  out  that  Canada  was 
not  actively  promoting  immigration  and 
that  Americans  are  accepted  in  Canada 
only  if  they  are  trained  in  job  areas 
needed  in  Canada. 

“A  border  has  two  sides,”  said  Nauss. 
All  immigrants  are  accepted  on  the  same 
basis  and  no  questions  are  asked  about 
political  reasons  for  immigration  visas 
requests.  “If  the  U.S.  does  not  want  its 
young  men  to  immigrate  to  Canada,  they 
should  do  something  from  their  side  of 
the  border,”  he  said. 

Speaking  of  a retrieval  program  Canada 
has  developed  to  aid  Canadian  students 
studying  in  foreign  countries  find 
employment  in  Canada,  the  Consul 
General  said  “Canada  wants  back 
Canadians  trained  in  American 
universities. 

There  are  10,700  Canadians  attending 
U.S.  universities,  pointed  out  Cowley. 
BYU,  with  549  Canadians,  is  second  in 
the  nation  in  Canadian  student 
enrollment  following  Columbia  with  600, 
he  said.

Surely 
the  deepest  law  of  the  spirit  is 
that  men  become  like  that  which 
they  love.  And  that  love  is  a 
quality  which  gives  to  poets  of  the 
word,  tongues  and  poets  of  the 
soul,  tears. 

Intertwined  within  that  love  is 
the  kindness  and  friendship  that 
can  be  given  away  to  other 
children  of  God.  This  kindness 
means  to  offer  to  any  enemy, 
kindness;  to  a customer,  service; 
to  an  opponent,  tolerance;  to  a 
friend,  your  heart;  to  a child,  a 
good  example;  to  yourself, 
respect;  to  all  men,  charity;  and  to 
God,  what  belongs  to  Him. 

I have  faith  in  the  Church 
because  I have  faith  that  there  is 
an  ocean  when  I have  seen  a 
brook. 

Because  of  my  membership  in 
the  Church,  my  saddest  thoughts 
in  moments  of  sorrow  is  that  time 
waits  for  no  one;  but  my  greatest 
knowledge  in  moments  of 
anything  is  that  eternity  does. 

Have  a meaningful

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Bible  influences  all  aspects  of  our  lives 


Editor’s  note;  The  following 
article  was  prepared  by  R.J. 
Mathews  of  the  College  of 
Religion  in  conjunction  with 
National  Bible  Week  which  began 
yesterday  and  will  continue 
through  November  28. 

Most  of  us  do  not  realize  the 
affect  the  Bible  has  on  our  lives. 

' For  instance,  how  many  of  us 
have  heard  or  have  said  such 
phrases  as  “hair  stood  on  end” 
(Job  4:15),  saved  by  the  “skin  of 
my  teeth”  (Job  19:20),  “a  fly  in 
the  ointment”  (Ecc.  10:1),  “the 
apple  of  his  eye”  (Psalms  17:8),  a 
“drop  in  the  bucket”  (Isa.  40:15), 
“can  a leopard  change  its  spots” 
(Jeremiah  12:23),  or  “clear  as 
' crystal”  (Revelation  21 : 1 1,  1). 

These  are  but  a few  of  the 
commonly  used  phrases  that 
, found  their  origin  in  the  Bible. 

It  is  impossible  to  measure  the 
total  influence  that  the  Bible  has 
* had  on  the  human  family.  Yet  we 
are  able  to  grasp  something  of  the 
magnitude  of  its  impact 
throughout  much  of  the  world 
and  especially  in  our  western 
civilization. 

, Judiasm,  Christianity,  and  Islam 
all  have  their  roots  in  the  Bible. 
Although  these  .have  not  limited 
themselves  to  the  Bible  alone  and 
have  even  departed  from  it,  the 
Bible  has  had  solid  influence  in 
their  systems  of  theology  and 
' practice. 

THE  BIBLE  was  produced  by  a 
people  who  at  the  time  had  not 
otherwise  been  great  contributors 
to  the  culture  of  the  world.  The 
.*  Greeks  gave  us  philosophy,  art, 
sculpture,  and  much  of  our 
vocabulary.  The  Romans  gave  us 
legal  forms,  government, 
administration,  art,  sculpture,  and 
likewise  much  of  our  vocabulary. 
I Yet  the  people  of  Israel  who 
produced  the  Bible,  which  has  so

markedly  influenced  the  rest  of 
the  world  in  all  of  the  arts,  was 
itself  not  greatly  noted  for  these 
things.  Israel’s  mission  was  a 
spiritual  mission. 

ISRAEL’S  PROPHETS  were  the 
spiritual  receptors.  Revelation 
from  God  was  the  source. 
Transmission  into  the  lives  of 
human  beings  was  the  mission  of 
Israel,  and  the  Gentile  nations 
have  preserved  and  developed 
visible  manifestations  of  the 
divine  truths  in  expressions  of 
music,  painting,  sculpture, 
literature,  and  so  forth. 

But  the  greatest  influence  of  the 
Bible  has  been  on  the  spirit  of 
man  himself.  It  is  the  voice  of 
God  speaking  to  the  spirit  of  man 
in  the  quiet  meditation  of  eternal 
truths  that  has  changed  men’s 
lives.  The  cultural  aspects  have 
grown  out  of  this. 

MANY  WORKS  of  art  of  a 
religious  nature  owe  their 
inspiration  to  the  Bible.  Consider 
the  lasting  worth  of  Donatello’s 


“David”,  Michelangelo’s  “Moses  , 
Bach’s  “Passion”,  Handel’s 
“Messiah”,  Dante’s  “Divine 
Comedy”,  and  Milton’s  “Paradise 
Lost”.  In  addition  there  are 
numerous  less  permanent  items  of 
a popular  nature  such  as  the 
“hit-tunes”  of  “juke-box  religion” 
that  have  a biblical  theme. 

ENGLISH  and  American  writers 
have  made  great  use  of  the  King 
James  Version  of  the  Bible  in 
their  writings.  This  is  especially 
noticeable  in  the  works  of 
Shakespeare,  Milton,  Browning, 


Wordsworth,  Longfellow,  George 
Eliot,  Ruskin,  Melville,  and 
Emmerson.  Likewise,  statesmen 
such  as  Thomas  Jefferson, 
Benjamin  Franklin,  Abraham 
Lincoln,  and  Woodrow  Wilson 
frequently  made  direct  and 
indirect  allusion  to  Bible  subjects 
and  language  in  their  public 
utterances. 

Even  today  with  our 
materialistic  emphasis  in  secular 
education,  allusions  and  direct 
references  to  bibical  characters 
and  events  are  found  in  many  text 
books.  This  writer  has  found  them 
in  college  texts  on  geography, 
geology,  history,  and  so  forth. 

Manuals  or  catalogs  giving 
technical  non-religious 
information  are  variously  known 
as  the  “Fisherman’s  Bible”, 
“Mechanic’s  Bible”,  etc. 


The  motion  picture  industry  has 
produced  many  full-length  movies 
about  bibical  characters,  but  in 
addition  there  are  movies  and 
stage  plays  with  non-biblical  plots 
and  biblical  titles  such  as  “The 
Little  Foxes”,  “Our  Vines  Have 
Tender  Grapes”,  “The  Sun  Also' 
Rises”,  “The  Voice  of  the 
Turtle”,  and  “East  of  Eden”. 

Our  present  legal  code,  while 
somewhat  Roman  in  structure, 
certainly  is  Hebraic  in  spirit,  and 
much  of  the  Law  of  England  and 
of  America  is  founded  upon  the 
Law  of  Moses.

Phasing  out  freedom 


“They  have  abrogated  out  contracts.” 
That  was  the  reaction  of  George  Meany 
to  the  Pay  Board’s  decision  against 
allowing  back  payment  of  raises  granted 
labor  by  contract,  but  frozen  by  the 
government.  But  it  wasn’t  any  They  who 
abrogated  union  contracts.  George  Meany 
is  not  only  president  of  the  AFL-CIO  but 
also  a member  of  the  Pay  Board,  though  a 
dissenting  one  on  this  occasion.  And 
when  he  assumed  that  status,  he  should 
have  known  he  was  agreeing  to  leave  such 
decisions  to  a government  board  and  not 
law. 

If  George  Meany  really  belives  that 
government  can  mandate  wages  and 
prices  without  impairing  freedom  of 
contract  and  other  such  niceties 
associated  with  the  rule  of  law,  then  it  is 
time,  dangerously  past  time,  for  a 
national  refresher  course  in  what  used  to 
be  called  political  economy.  Because  if  a 
leader  of  his  position  and  experience  can 
be  surprised  at  this  development,  imagine 
how  shocked  the  rest  of  us  are  going  to 
be  when  the  realization  dawns. 

ONE  WAY  to  prepare  for  the  shock 
would  be  to  re-read  a small  classic  called 
The  Road  to  Serfdom  by  Friedrich  A.

Red  China 


Editor: 

Now  that  Communist  Red  China  has 
been  admitted  to  the  United  Nations,  and 
the  free  country  of  Taiwan  has  been 
expelled,  we  believe  the  only  moral 
course  open  for  the  United  States  of 
America  is  to  withdraw  membership  from 
the  United  Nations. 

One  of  the  best  Illustrations  of 
Communist  control  of  the  United  Nations 
is  that  of  the  post  of  Undersecretary  for 
Political  and  Security  Council  Affairs— a 
post  which  Trygve  Lie,  the  first  U.N. 
Secretary  General,  desaibed  in  his 
Memoirs  as  “the  most  important  assistant 
Secretaryship"— has  always  been  held  by 
a Communist,  and  by  agreement  will 
always  be. 

It  is  a small  wonder  then  that  the  Los 
Angeles  Times  for  April  7,  1970,  reported 
U.N.  Secretary  General  U Thant's 
admission  that  the  U.N.  reflects  the  ideals 
of  Communist  Nicolai  Lenin.

Hayek,  or  at  least  its  central  chapter: 
“Planning  and  the  Rule  of  Law,”  which 
might  have  been  entitled:  Planning  v.  the 
Rule  of  Law.  Surely  Professor  Hayek’s 
book  is  still  being  sold  somewhere  even 
though  it  deals  only  in  the  most 
peripheral  way  with  sex,  violence  and  the 
life  of  medical  interns.  My  dusty  copy 
occupied  desk  space  inoffensively  for 
years,  but  now  it  is  regrettably  relevant  to 
American  society. 

One  of  its  themes  is  that  once  a society 
decides  to  leave  questions  of  what  is  fair 
and  equitable  to  an  agency  like  the  Pay 
Board,  it  cannot 
pretend  that  it  is 
leaving  such 
decisions  to  the  rule 
of  law.  It  is 
inevitable  that  such 
decisions,  once  left 
to  a government 
board,  will  be  made 
case  by  case, 
commodity  by  commodity  as  the  board 
strives  for  what  it  believes  to  be  fair.  An 
administered  economy  has  to  become  a 
great  respecter  of  persons.  It  is  the 
substitution  of  some  official’s  judgment 
of  what  is  equitable  for  contracts 
enforceable  at  law  that  is  the  essence  of 
Phase  II,  and  of  arbitrary  rule  in  general. 

The  union  leaders  really  should  have 
known  better.  The  general  Iiistory  of  all 
such  experiments— and  let’s  call  them  by 
their  right  name:  fascism— is  that  labor 
gets  a fraction  of  the  representation  and 


all  the  leavings.  That’s  what  happened 
under  National  Socialism  in  Germany,  in 
Mussolini’s  Italy,  and,  yes,  under  the 

NRA  in  America— until  the  Supreme 
Court  intervened. 

PERHAPS  it  will  again.  That  may  be 
the  only  immediate  hope.  Perhaps  the 
most  disturbing  thing  about  these 
developments  is  the  way  Americans  have 
taken  them  in  stride.  Not  since  the  total 
collapse  of  the  economy  in  the  1930’s 
have  Americans  gone  along  so  quietly 
with  so  much  regulation.  And  the  loudest 
of  those  objecting  now  are  complaining 
about  the  size  of  their  slice  of  the  pie,  not 
the  principle  of  having  a collective 
bureaucracy  divvy  it  up. 

As  long  as  one’s  own  wants  are  taken 
care  of,  there  seems  little  thought  about 
the  loss  of  freedom  involved,  or  even 
about  what  it’s  going  to  do  to  the 
economy  to  keep  it  well  restrained  and 
regularly  sliced  up. 

The  risks  of  freedom  — inflation, 
instability  and  change  in  general-are 
cited  as  grim  alternatives  to  an 
administered  economy.  Anyone 
suggesting  that  the  better  solution, 
unpredictable  as  it  is,  would  be  more 
freedom  rather  than  less,  more 
competition  rather  than  administered 
prices  and  wages,  runs  the  risk  of  being 
thought  perverse,  and  maybe  unpatriotic. 
That  is  the  road  to  serfdom.

REFUGEES  FROM 
CHINA  INCREASE 

HONG  KONG  (FCNS)  - The 
British  colonial  government  of 
Hong  Kong  reported  that 
the  number  of  Chinese 
refugees  to  the  city  for  the  first 
eight  months  of  1971  tripled  that 
of  1970. 

In  1 970,  there  were  900 
refugees.  In  1971  there  were 
2500.  The  British  figures  include 
only  those  refugees  found  by  the 
authorities.  Since  such  refugees 
are  detained  by  the  police, 
refugees  generally  try  to  avoid  the 
authorities.  The  Associated  Press 
estimates  that  for  every  refugee 
arrested,  four  more  evade  the 
police.  Thus,  some  12,500 
Chinese  are  estimated  to  have 
successfully  escaped  from  the 
mainland  thus  far  in  1971 

Refugees  to  Hong  Kong 
generally  escape  by  swimming  a 
shallow  but  wide  bay, 
well-patrolled  by  the  Red  Chinese. 
Many  swimmers  die  from  the 
strong  tides  and  currents.

THE  PAY  BOARD’S  approval 
of  a 1 5 per  cent  pay  hike  for  soft 
coal  miners  is  disappointing, 
according  to  Treasury  Secretary 
John  B.  Connally.  He  hopes  it  will 
not  set  a precedent  for  other  wage 
decisions. 

THE  FOREIGN  aid  program 
will  continue  through  Dec.  8 
because  President  Nixon  signed 
legislation  yesterday  providing  the 
funds. 

The  resolution  keeps  foreign  aid 
alive  temporarily  while  the 
lawmakers  debate  their  next 
move. 


NIXON  IS  nine  days  early.  The 
administration’s  goal  of  reducing 
the  number  of  American  troops  in 
South  Vietnam  to  184,00  by  Dec. 
1 has  been  reached. 

The  highest  level  of  servicemen 
in  Vietnam  was  543,000  on  April 
1 5,  1 969.  Nixon  pledged 
withdrawals  would  bring  the 
number  below  139,000  by  the 
end  of  February.
